R. Edwards informs us in his Preface, 

that he is finifhing a Difcourfe, 

, wherein he will give a full Explica- 
tion of all the Texts relating to the Divi- 
nity of Chrift; and that he hopes to make 
she Catholick Doftrine good, to a Certainty not 
imjerior to that of @ Demonfiration. In the 
mean time the Author has thought fit to 
publith this Effay, and to make fome Obfer- 
vations upon Mr. Whifton’s Writings. They 
appear to him dangerous ; and he wonders 
that Divine has not been yet vigoroufly at- 


tackd. “* When the Book of the Rights 





* came out, (/ays be) we were prefently al- 
** Jarm’d, and all Pulpits and Prefies were 
** fet onto cry down * mifchievous Piece. 
‘* But now when Mr. Whiffon appears , and 
boldly decries one of the principal Arti- 
* cles of the Chriftian Faith , and calls the 
Arian Herefy Primitive Chriftianity, 1 
don’t obferve that our Brethren are fo bufy 
and attive, warm and zealous as they 
were on that Occafion ; not, I hope, as 
if any Rights or Privileges were more at 
their Heart than the Fundamentals and 
Effentials of our Religion. Or, do fome 
“ fpare Mr. Whifton’'s Books , becaufe he 
“ makes fo much ufe of the spofiles Canons, 
the Conftitutions , and Ignatius’s Epifiles, 
“ crc ">? 

For my Part, I think there is no need of 
writing many Books againit Mr. Whiffon. 
Arianifm is not like to make any Progre{s in 
England : Mr. Whifton will hardly get any 
Followers; and all his Endeavours to en. 
large the Canonof the New Teftament will 
doubtlefs prove infignificant. This Book 
confifts of feveral Obfervations: I thall 
give an Account of fome of them.

the Recognitions, &c. Dr. Edwards expref- 
fes a great Contempt for thofe Books and 
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thofe Authors, and quotes feverel Writers, 
both ancient and modern, vo juftify tus

» Our Author, tho a Divine of che 
Church of Zuzgland {peaks very freely of Se. 
Jgnatius’s Epiftles. “ Elere then (fays he) 
* we may take notice how Authors, accord- 
‘ing to their particular Fancy, make ule 
“ of thefe Epilties of Ignatius, Thé Ko- 
“ man Doctors ftifly maintain the Genuine- 
 nefs of them, thereby to patronize fome 
‘ Popifh DoG:ines which they imagine are 
here delivered ; as that there is a true and 
“ proper Priefihood, 2nd a proper Sacrifice un- 
‘ der the Gofpel; becaufe here is mention 


© of an Altar: And they alledge a Paflage 


in the Epiftle to the Church of Smyrna to 
prove the corporcal Prefence of Chrift in 
“ the Sacrament. BeLarmin and Baronius 
““ more efpecially , make very great ufe of 
hefe Epifties for the authorizing and fup- 
porting feveral of their fuperfticious 
“ Rires, Opinions, and Praftices. 

“ Orhers keep up the Authority of thefe 
Writings, in order to the proving the 
Antiquity of the Ep: fcopal Government in 
the Church, and upholding the DiftinGi- 
on of Bifhops from Presbyrers, and fo to 
* knock John Calvin on the Head. 

““ And now comes Mr. Wirflon, and af- 
ferts the Antiquity and Authority of 
** thefe Epifties to anorher and far different 
end, that is, to eftablith his Arian Notri- 
ons by he!p of fome Expreffions in thefe 
Writings, which he fancies make for him, 
* even when really they do not. 

I thal] give aturther Account of what the 
Author faysupon St Ignatius’s Epiftles ; and 
[I defire the Readers to take notice that here- 
in I only perform the Part of a mere Hi- 
ftorian. Dr Edwards believes that all thof- 
Epifties are corrupted ind adulterated, with. 
out excepting the ifr ones: Nay, he is of 
Mr. Whifton’s Opinion concerning the larter, 
and affirms that they are only Extratts and 
Abridgments of the Larger Epiftles. He 
tells us that tree and impartial Men, if they 
open their Eyes, will fee that a Cheat us put 
upon them ; andthen he goes onthus. “We 
* muft know then that Learned Gentleman 
Saac Vefius was a Traveller in his young 
Days, and wes uponthe hunt after old 
Manufcripts : He chanced to light upon 
Ignatius’s Epifiles in the Duke of Florence's 
“ Library, and he brings a Copy of it over

“ with him, and it paffes for infallible 
“ Now nothing but éveixa is cried, and this 
“ fag-feoch’d Treafure is admired and jdo. 
lived, a8if the Florentine Library had made 
‘it Divine. The Admirers of old Many. 
{cripts took it upon truft ¢ and never {4 
much as put the young Gentleman (fo 
“ far as I have heard) on proving that this 
‘ Exemplar was fincere and true. He tells 
“ chem that he had it out of the Medicegy 
Library, and that is enough. Who can 
blame him for crying up the Credit of q 
“ Writing, of which he was the fick Inven, 
cor and Editor ? Thofe that are acquaia. 
ted with this Author’s Writings, need not 
‘ be told how affuming and poflitive he is, 
and therefore twas not fafe to contradi& 
him: And be fure none of thofe would 
venture to do it, who for certain and par. 
ticular Reafons were glad that the Genu. 
inenefs of thofeEpiftles was eftablithed ”. 
If we believe Dr. Edwards, Archbithop 
Uther was catch’ din the Snare; Bilhop Pearfom 
was impofed upon inthis Affair, and does not 
prove that che Epittles, which we have, are 
the fame with thofe mentioned by the Anci- 
ents. Our Author does not doubt that there 
were fome Epiftl: written by Se. Ignatins ; 
but he thinks they have been altered and 
corrupted, and that feveral things have been 
inferted into them ; which are unworthy of 
thar Holy Marryr , and inconfiftent with 
the Stile and State of thofe Times. I cannot 
tell whether Dr. Edwards would venture to 
confute Bifhop Pearfon'S Vindicia Ignatiane : 
Whoever goes abourir, will find it a very 
dificult thing. After all, Epifcopacy 1s 
fuch an excellent Government, and its An- 
tiquity has been fo fully proved by a Multi- 
tude of undeniable Teltimonies, that it does 
not want to be fupporced by St. Iguatius’s 
Epifiles. Our Author being a Divine of the 
Church of England , is not in the leaft pre- 
judiced againft Epifcopacy ; and therefore 
if he maintains, that chole Epiftles are fup- 
pofititious, itis only to fhew that they are 
the fitter for Mr. Whilton to prove his [purieus 
Dothrine by 

3. Dr. Edwards proceeds co make fome 
Obfervations upon the Apoftolical Conftitutie 
ons. Hie wonders Mr. Whiffen fhould cry 
them up asa Canonical Book, tho they have 
been rejected and accounted {purious by fo 
many Learned Men, both Ancient and Mo- 
dern The Pailages of thofe Learned Men 
may be feen in the Book. Ni. 
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Mr. 4 bifom, in order to prove that the 
Confiitutrons are a Part of the Canon of Scii- 
ture, fays that (4) unlefs we alow fait, we 
mul? fuppofe that Chrift left hus Church unprous- 
ded in the principal Concern of al, and did ne- 
wer give ber amy certain Body or Syftem of 
Laws, by mbich fhe was to ve governed and 
ceided in afters Ages. And to thew that che 
‘New Teftament is not a Boay or Syftem of 
Laws, he argues thus: Te our Goipels 
contain only the Hiftory , the Mirac les , ana 
preaching of the Lord before hw Refurrcttion and 
‘a(ceniion. The A&ts of the Apoftles, and 
obese Epiftles , ao only relate occasional H: flories 
concern mg the [preading of the Gofpel, or menti- 
on occalonal Direftions, and additional Orders 
upon [everal Emergencies , Pag 162. and then 
he concludes, That we ffrangely miflake the 
Nature and Defign of thefe Scripture-writings, 
if we efteem them as the proper Rule of Faith 
and Pradice among Chriftians, fince they do 
not contain a Body or Syftem of.Laws. Dr. 
Edwards, being fenfible that this way of argu- 
ing feems very plaufible ta fome Readers, undere- 
t-kes to confute it, by fhewing that the 
Rules and Directions, to be found in the 
Four Gofpels, about Do&rine , Prattice and 
Difcipline , were fufficient for the Apoftles 
and all other Chriftians at that time; that 
the Aés of the Apoftles, and the Epiftles, cons 
tain the fame Truths and Direftions , with 
feveral Additions , and Explications ; that 
all che Doétrines of Chriftianity are faithful. 
ly reprefented in the Epifiles, all Errors and 
Uilorders reformed, all Vices and Immora- 
licies corrected, all material Controverfies 
in Religion decided , and all praGica) Du- 
ties pretcribed. The Author owns that the 
Chriftian Laws, contained inthe New Te- 
flament, are not put into a nice Method; be- 
caule, fays he, thes was too farched and for- 
mal for the divine Teachers. Ele adds that the 
Doctrines, Exhortations, and Precepts of 
Chrift and his Apoftles, and their admirable 
Examples, are more moving, affecting, and 
convincing than the dry way of Syftems. Dr. 
Edwards wonders that Mr. Whifton, being a 
Mathematician, did not require Lemmata, 
Poftulata, &c, inthe Writings of the Apo- 
ftles, Had Mr. Whiffon required fuch a 
thing , our Author would have anfwered

or by both. Dr. Edwards cannot tufficiently 
wonder that a Book, containing fuch idle 
and ridiculous things, fhould be fo much ad- 
mired by Mr Wh: fon. 

5 He blames Mr. &h:fom not only for 
thrufting upon us the Spurious Writing of Hermas 
and Barnabas , Clemint s Conf? tutions and Re- 
cognitions, &c. but alfo for palming upon us 
the Sayings of Tatian, Athenagoras, Theophilus 
Antiochenus , Irenaeus, Origen, JFuffin Martyr, 
&c. without mentioning tho/e Learned and 
Tried Pillars of the Chriflian Church, Athana- 
fius, Hilary, Epiphanius , Jerom, Chryfoftom, 
Augufin, Optatus Milevitanus, Bafil, Gregory 
Nyffem and Naxianzen, Cyril of Alexandria, 
Ifiaore of Pelufium, &c. Befides, Dr. Ea- 
wards finds faule with Mr. Wh:fon for laying 
afide Clemens Alexandrinus, and Tertullian, 
tho they lived before the Council of Nice, 
and looks upon it as a great Inftance of Par- 
tiality. 

As for thofe Ante-nicene Fathers, quoted 
by Mr. Whifton. they are ( fays De. Edwards ) 
id. chofen Witneffes to the Do&rine he maintains, 
and produces them for. The Author makes 
feveral Obfervations upon thofe Fathers. 

He enumerates the Etrors of Origen ; and 
then he goes on thus: “ Irenaus was a 
** carelefs and rifh Writer, and hath a great 
‘“* Number of Miitakes, fome of them very 
“ grofs, as hath been obferved by the 
6 Learned, ammeLafantius, Arnobius, Mis 
Aa mutins 


- . . 
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‘ , or j : of Featocrs 0 
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loth, with which they muff 
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nutius Felix, writ their Books before they 
“ were well acquainted with the Principles 
“ of che Chriitian Religion, and had attain- 
“ ed to any confiderable Skill in the Scri- 
“ peures; and fo it could not be expected 
“ they fhould be very found in the Articles, 
“ which relate to the Trinity. Eipecially 
‘© pafantius was no fit Author to quote on 
this Subje@t; for he is miftaken in almoft 
“ all che Articles of Chriftianity which he 
“ foeaks of. Either he hath not ftudied 
” a or he mif-underftood them, and he 
‘ mixed his own Fancies and Dreams with 
‘“« the Matters of Religion”. 

Norwithftanding this Cenfure, Dr. Ed- 
wardstellsus, that no Man can pay ao jufter 
Reverence to the Fathers than he does ; but he 
thinks they cannot be look’d upon as Authen. 
tick Guiaes to Divine Truth. “* Thofe Wri- 
‘ters, fays he, diflent from themfelves, and 
“ from one another: They generally are 
“ obfcure, and affeét to be fo. There isno 
‘* arguing from their Words; for they fre- 
‘ quently fpeak without Caution and Deli- 
‘“ beration, and much of what they fay is 
“ by the by. Even Athanafius's Talte was 
not always exatt: He hath very poor and 
frigid Arguments fometimes ; and very 
‘ forry Anfwers he gives to fome Objetcti- 
ons. Indeed he heaps up many of them, 
thinking to overwhelm his Adverfary ; 
‘ but he doth not always take Care to have 
Weight as well 2s Number And the 
‘* ancienter the Fathers are, the Jefs are they 
to be depended upon; for thefe generally 
‘came out of the Schools of the Philofo- 
phers, and brought their corrupt Notions 
‘‘ with them. Builbop Pearfon obferves, that 
% after the Platonic Dofxine was received 
‘“ into the Church, the Writers of the Second 
and Third Age were not wont very fimply and 
‘ plainly to confefs Chriff to be God. Indeed 
we can't name one of the Fathers that is 
not tainted with fome falfe Notion in Re. 
“Tigion Thofe that were before Conftan- 
tine the Groat, mingled it with thofe er- 
roncous Principles which had been imbi- 
bed tromthe Sets they had been of : And 
th) fe after Conflantine do generally more 
or Iefy favour fome Dodtrines, which fa- 
vour of Superftition and Innovation. Be. 
fides, the Writings of the Ancient Fae 
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“ thers fell into the Hands of fuch Men as 
“ wilfully corrupted them, both by adding 
“ to them, and taking from them, and thar 
‘ either out of Ignorance and Negligence 
‘‘ or from Defign and Malice. This Com. 
plaint was made by Eufebius, Ferem, Rufie 
nus, Vincentius Lirinenfis of old, and after. 
wards by Sixtus Senenjis , Ludovicus Vives, 
Erafmus, Rhenanus. As for the Conrro, 
verfy that is before us, the Fathers Ge. 
‘* nerally had not ftudied ic: They did noe 
‘* underftand the Terms they made Ufe of, 
or at leaft, they ufed them fometimes jp 
one Senfe, and fometimes in another. 
They had not fixed the Meaning of thofe 
common Words, which were ufed in ex. 
plaining the Trinity ’, Gc. Fromrhefe 
Obfervations , and fome others, which J 
omit, the Author draws this Conclufion, 
that the Teftimony of the Fathers ts not to be rem 
lied upon 

He adds, that ’tis an ufual thing to put a 
wrong Senfe upon the Words of the Fathers, 
and that every body makes them fpeak as he 
thinks fit. He inftances in Cardinal Bel. 
larmin, Mr. Thorndike, Mr. Dodwell, Bithop 
Bull, Mr. Whifton, and Dr. Grabe Our Au- 
thor appears very much difpleafed with 
Bifhop Bull for pretending to juftify Tertulli 
an, who fays, Fuiff> tempus quando Filius Dei 
noneffet. That Learned Prelate tells us, that 
Tertullian did not write thofe Words in ear. 
neft, hand bona fide, & ex animo. He talks 
like an Heretick, fays the Bifhop, but bethinks 
with the Catholicks. Dr. Edwards calls this« 
great, but unhappy Knack of Evafion. 
Our Author complains by the by, “* that 
fome Men have no good Opinion, of St. 
‘“ Paul. Many of the profefled Socinians, 
the Polonian Brethren, (fays he) fpeak ve- 
ry difrefpe&fully of him ; and a known 
Kemonftrant gives this Apoftle a very 
bad Charaéter, telling us that he was a 
“Man of a hot Head, of tumultuary 
Thoughts, end of a broken Style: He is 
inconfiftent, forgetful of what he 
‘had faid, obicure and indigefted, O«”. 
Dr. Edmards means the Famous Mr.Limborch, 
a Remonftrane Divine of Amfterdam, He 
quotes thatAuthor’s Commentary npon the Aus 
of the Apofiles, &c It were to be with'd 
for the Reader's Satisfaction, that he had 


quoted the Page where thofe Words are to 
be found, 
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6. 1 thall fay nothing of Dr. Edwards's Re- 
flexions coon Oodedie and Synodal Affem- 
blies, whereby it appears that he has no 
great Opinion of them. He infers from all 
his Obfervations concerning the Fathers and 
Councils, thac the beft way for us is to re- 

air to the Fountain Head, and to make the 
Holy Scripture the only Rule of our Faith. 
He can’t abide that Mr. !hiffon fhould at- 
tempt to perfwade us out of our Catholick and 
Apofolick Faith , by quoting a few baftard Au- 
thors, and fome Novice Writers, who had no 
Underfianding of the Myfteries of Chriftianity, or 
expreffid them in fuch obfcure ambiguous Terms, 
that tis bard to know what they meant. Let 
us build, fays Dr. Edwards , on the Foundation 
of the Apoftles and Prophets. This is an Ex- 
cellent Advice ; but every body will not 


grant that the Fathers of the Second and © 


Third Centuries were mere Novices in Reli- 
gion.

big HIS # Hiftory of the Liver confifts 

of Two Parts. In the Firft, the Au- 
thor fhews the different Secretions that are 
made in uur Bodies, the Neceflity of thofe 
Secretions, how they are performed, their 
Ufefulnefs, the Nature and Origin of the 
Humour filtrated in the Liver, the Quanti- 
ty, Diftribution, and Ufe of thac Humour, 
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WH This Extrad is taken from the Journal des 
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the Structure of the whole Liver, and of 
its feveral Parts. In the Second, our Au- 
thor gives a particular Account of all the 
Difeaies incident to the Liver. Firft, of 
thofe which affe& rhe folid Parts of that 
Vifcus, fuch as the Nerves, the Veflels, and 
the Parenchyma; and then of thofe which 
affe& the Fluids, fuch as the Lyspha, the 
Blood and the Choler ; and Laftly, of thofe 
which confift in the Alteration of certain 
Parts, either Solid or Fluid, which rhe Li- 
ver ftands in Need of, tho’ they do not be. 
long to it. All thofe Things are explained 
Hittorically , and with great Perfpicuity. 
The Author begins with general Obfervati- 
ons. He fhews, in the firft place, how ne- 
ceffary it is that the Humours mixed with 
the Blood fhould be filtrated. He examines 
the different Liquors that are feparated from 
the Blood. He mentions all the Hypothe- 
fes that have been made Ufe of to explain 
the Secretions ; and then gives an exagét De- 
feription of the Structure of rhe Liver, as 
being the Pazt, the Knowledge whereof is 
moft neceflary to know how thofs Secretious 
are performed in our Bodies. He confiders, 
in the firft place, the External Parts of the 
Liver, and then the Lymphatick Veifels and 
the Nerves; in the next place, the other 
Conduits; and laftly, the Parenchyms. Af- 
ter this Explication, he proceeds to the Se- 
cretions, and fhews how, the Choler is filtra- 
ted in the Liver: He enquires into the Na- 
ture, Production, and Ufe of thar Choler, 
and how much of it is filtrated in the Liver, 
d~c.He examines whether theLiver ferves on- 
ly to feparate the Choler, and difcovers fome 
other Ufes of that Part, the Firlt whereof 
is that it helps the Digeftion of the Alimeurs. 
The principal A@tion of the Ventricle, fays 
our Author, confilts in the Diffolution of 
Food. But that Diffolution is very much 
helped by the Situation of the Liver, which 
lies, as it were, upon the Vencricle : This 
may eafily be underftood by any one, who 
minds the following Experiment. The 
hardeft Subftances may be refolved into a 
Liquor, withthe He!p of a gentle and moift 
Heat: If fome Bones are put into a Cylins 
drick Veffel fo well ftopp’d, thac the Saline 
Particles, which come off from te Boves 
by che Heat, may not get out of t)\. Veffel, 
all thofe Bones will guickly be diflolved and 
melted down. ‘This is a Reprefentation of 
what happens in the Stomach, ia , 
ef! 
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Veflel exaftly ftopp’d; and being covered 
over with the Liver, it cannot lofe the Vo- 
latile Particles of the Spittle and of the Ali- 
ments, which are very much agitated by the 
Digeftion. From whence it happens, that 
thofe Spirits being obliged to flow back up- 
on the Matter from which they came, break 
all irs Parts, and divide icin fuch a manner 
as to reduce it into a Liquor. M. Bianchi 
clears this Subje& with an Example taken 
trom the Operations of Pharmacy. They 
take feveral Pieces of Hart’s-Horn, and put 
them in order into the Head of an Alem. 
bick , caufing fome Herb to be diftill’d into 
it; and having fet on again the Head of the 
Alembick, they leave thofe Pieces of Hart’s- 
Horn expofed to the Vapour of the Alem- 
bick, whereby they are confiderably foftened : 
That Preparation is call’d Hart's Horn Philos 
fophically prepared. Confider, fays the Au- 
chor, the Mafs of the Liver applied againtt 
the Stomach ; mind the Heat it receives by 
che great Quantity of Blood that runs 
through it ; and you will eafily apprehend 
that the Liver muft needs fend out a hot and 
plentiful Vapour, which getting into the 
Cavity of the Ventricle, contributes with 
the Spittle to the Eliquation of folid Ali- 
ments. I fay, continues M. Bianchi, that 
the hot Vapour, that is, the moilt Heat 
that comes out of the Liver, helps the Dif 
folution of Food, becaufe nothing but fuch 
a Heat can produce fuch an Effeét; a dry 
Heat being more proper to harden than to 
foften ; which is the Reafon why the former 
is made ufe of for that Philofophical Prepa- 
ration of Hart’s-Horn juft now mentioned. 
The Ancients did rightly obferve, that too 
great a Heat in the Liver weakens the Di- 
geftion, becaufe fuch a Heat makes upon 
the Aliments an Impreffion of Drinefs, that 
will rather burn than diflolve them, The 
Liver is therefore a Vifeus, which very much 
contributes to the Perfetiion of the Chyle ; 
and Nature her felf feems to {peak in Favour 
of this Opinion, fince it has been obferved, 
that fhe has given to all Voracious Animals 
a larger Liver, in Proportion, and fticking 
clofer tothe Stomach. Rats, for Inftance, 
have a very large Liver, if it be compared 
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with the other Parts of their Bodies; ang 
their Liver encompaffes the greateft Part of 
their Stomach. The Liver of a Dog flicks 
clofer ftill to the Stomach , and is larger jg 
Proportion than that of a Man. A Viper 

which is one of rhe Animals that beft digeit 
what they eat, has fuch a large Liver, thar je 
excompaiies the Stomach on all Sides, and 
even Teaches as far asthe Duodenum. Laft] 
the Weaknefs of the Stomach in al! thofe 
Perfons, whofe Epiploon does not fu ficient. 
ly cover the Inteftines, plainly fhews how 
much Digeftion is helped and fomented b 

the gentle and moift Heat of thof: Parts, 
that cover the Stomach or the Inteftines, 
Which thews that the Ancients were not in 
the Wrong to place one of the Caufes of 
Digeftion in the Heat of the Liver; and 
thac when any body fays ftill, fpesking of a 
great Eater, that he has a large Liver, he 
fays nothing that is abfurd and contrary to 
Anatomy. 

The Author, after many other Reflexions 
upon the feveral Ufes of the Liver, proceeds 
to the different Difeafes of that Part of the 
Body, and treats this Subje& with all the 
Capacity, that can be expected from a Man 
thoroughly skill’d in the Art of Phyfick. In 
the firft place, he gives us a Definition of a 
Difeafe ; and then obferves, that there are 
Two Sorts of Difeafes: Some proceeding 
from Fluids, independently upon Solids ; 
and others, from Solids, independently upon 
Fluids : Wherein he very much differs from 
thofe , who for Want of a fufficient Knowe 
ledge of the animated Body, afcribe 
the Caufes of Difeafes only to Solids or Flue 
ids. M. Bianchi fhews what Difeafes of the 
Liver proceed from the alteration of Solids ; 
and then he mentions thofe that proceed 
from the alteration of Fluids. We with we 
could give an Account of what he fays upon 
that Subje& ; but his Reflexions and his 
Obfervations are fo fhort and fo clear , that 
we could not abridge them, without wrong 
ing the Author. And therefore we thall 
only advife Phyficians to read chat Work, 
which contains nothing but what is of great

The Author believes that Exra is the Au- 
thor of the Book atcribed to him. He is of 
Opinion that the next Book was compofed 
fiom the Memoirs written by Nehemiah. 
Rather Calmet has inferted two Dillertations, 
wherein he treats of the Third and Fourth 
Looks of Bfdras. He fays the third was 
written by an Hedenift Few. The Author of 
the fourth Book feemsto have been a-Jew 
couverted to Chriftianity, and very zealous 
for the Converfion of the other Jews. ‘Tis 
highly probable chat he lived during the 
firlt Perfecutions of the Chriftian Church. 


There are fome other Differtations in this 
Volume, and one among others concerning 
the Demon Afmodeus, The Author oblferves 
that the Jews do not feem to have had any 
great Knowledge of Angels before the Cap. 
tivity of Babylom. It does not appear, fays 
he, that they paid any Worthip co chem, 
either true or talfe , lawful or fuperftitious. 
Nav, it did not come into their Mind to 
beftow Names upon them. Ic was only 
in the Country of the Chaldeans, by their 
own Confeffion , that they learned the 
Names of Michael, Gabriel, and Raphael, 
and that they knew chat feven Principal 
Angels ftood before the Throne of the 
Lord. Daemons were not better known 
to themthan Angels. The word Satan, 
to be found in fome Places , is a general 
' Name, and fignifies an Adverfary. Beel- 
zebub is the Nameof an Idol. Ifaiah 


only the Morning-Star ; and is beftowed 
upon tht Devilin a figurative Senfe. /- 
modeus is the firft proper Name of a De- 
vilto be found in Scriptuce ; and yet it 
may be doubted whether it be a proper 
Name, fince Tobit’s Words may be under- 
‘* ftood thus : The d:firoying Damon ftified Sa- 
ras Husbands. But it muft be acknow- 
ledged that the natural Senfe of the Texe 
leads us to take 4fmodews for the proper 
“ Name of chat Demon ” 


The Author proceeds to make feveral Re- 
flexions upon Demons and their Employ- 
ments He thinks it highly probable that 
Afmedeus was an unclean Devil, who had re- 
ceived from God the Power of killing thofe, 
who came near Sera with unchafte Defires, 
He was driven away by the Smoke of the 
Heart and Liver of a Fifh; and cherefore 
‘tis a common Queftion , how fucha mate- 
rial Smoke could work upon him? The 
Author mentions the different Anfwers that 
have been made co that Queftion ; and hav- 
ing confuted what appears to him inconfi- 
ftenc with Truth, C affirms, 1. That the 
Smoke of the Heart and Liver of a Fifh had 
no director natural Effe& uponthe Demon: 
2. That it had only an Influence upon the 
Senfes of Tvsias and Sara, and that perhaps 
it ferved only to fupprefs their fenfual De- 
fires, znd to keep them continent. The 
Naturalifts afcribe fuch an Effe& to fome 
Plants, and to fome Juices, and Odours. 
Afmodews , being thus difabled from exerci- 
fing his Fury againft Tobias, as he had done 
againft the feven others, retired with great 
Confufion, and fled into the upper Egypt to 
exercife his Malice in that Countrey , efpe- 
cially when he perceived that the married 
couple added Prayers, Watching, and Hu- 
miliation to theic Temperance and Chaftiry 
forcthree Nights together, 3. The Angel 
Raphael did doubtlefs very much contribute 
to the Victory which Tobias obtained over 
Afmodews, not only by teaching him the Ree 
medy above-mentioned, and fhewing him 
how true Jfraelites ought ro ufe a married 
Scate, but alfo by his invifible Power, and 
by his Prefence, which the Devil could nox 
withitand.

There are a Hundred and Thirty Two 
Confultations in the Firft Volume, and 
Two Hundred and Two in the Second, 
The Author does very much enlarge upon 
the Inquifition eftablifhed in Isaly and Spain. 
Pope Innocent IIT. laid che Foundation of 
that Jurifdi@ion. The Waldenfes made him 
fo uneafy, that he fent many Dominican 
Monks into feveral Countries, to move the 
Chriftian Princes to deftroy the Hereticks. 
Yhofe Monks made their Report to the Pope 
about the Number of Hereticks, and in- 
formed him how the Princes and Prelates 
ftood affe&ted towards them. From thence 
came the Name Inquifitors. At firft they had 
no Tribunal, and no Manner of Authority : 
They only made Enquiries, and gave an Ac- 
count of what they had heard. Frederick II. 
in the Beginning of the XIlIch Century en- 
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larged their Power , and fubmitted to ie the 
Laity as well as the Clergy, under pretence 
that the former might be guilty of Herefy 
as well as the latter. r the Death of 
Frederick , Pope Innocent IV. fet up a per 
tual Tribunal for the Inquifitors, ang 
eftablifhed them in moft Countries of ¢jp;. 
ftendom. The conftant Method of the Ip. 
uifition is to ufe all poffible Means ¢ 
frighten the Criminals. The accufed are 
forfaken.by aie body: No one dares fpeak 
to them, becaufe whoever does it, is imme. 
diately fufpef&ted of Herefy, and a bare 
Sufpicion is accounted a Crime. There js 
no Prefcription in fuch a Cafe - Deathic felg 
does not put an End to the Profecution ; the 
dead Bodies of the accufed are judged and 
condemned. The Execution is put of, till 
there isa confiderable Number of Criminals, 
that fuch a Multitude may afford a more 
frightful SpeGtacle , and make a greater Im. 
preflion. Thofe Executions are call]’d s&s 
of Faith, in order to raife the Refpec of the 
People by fuch a Venerable Name, All 
thofe who offend againft Religion, or againft 
its Minifters, are profecuted at that Court, 
the Standard whereof is a Red Damask, on 
which there is a painted Crofs,with a Branch 
of Olive-tree on the one Side, and a Sword 
on the other. The Inquifitton of Rome isa 
Congregation confifting of Seven Cardinals, 
and fome other Officers, whofe Authority 
extends all over Italy, and, if we believe 
the Author, over ali the Chriftian World. 
A Confeffor , who feduces a young Wo- 
man, deferves to undergo the Severity of the 
Inguifition ; but, fays the Author, one muft 
have a Care not to take for a Seduttion what 
is not really fo. A Man may difcourfe with 
a Woman about her Beauty without any ill 
Defign. A Confeffor might, for Inftance, 
reprefent to her very innocently, that the 
ought to refpec& that Noble Gift of Nature, 
which proceeds from God: When the In- 


tention is good, one muft not ftand upon 
Words. 
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
